the greater part of the brook, brown 
and rainbow trout fry; Oshkosh fur- 
nished more than half the pike and 
whitefUh; 
Bayfield comes in for 
a 


targe number of whitciish and lake 
trout, also some trout of the smallest 
varieties, and the temporary hatchery 
at Minocqua furnished all the muskel- 
lunge and over 35,0(10,000 pike fry, as 
a bid for a permanent hatchery there. 
The whitctish 
and lake trout were 


planted in Green Bay, 
Chequamegon 


Bay and the Great lakes; the pike and 
muskellunge in the island lakes and 
the brook and rainbow trout in the 
public streams uf the state. Most of 
the rainbow trout went into the larger 
streams of 
northern 
Wisconsin, to 


which they are best adapted.
